SUBJECT; Coordination of Problems Related to the Systematic Review of 
Classified Permanent Records 

* 

This is in response to your letter of 1 November 1979 that proposed a 
joint working group to coordinate the handling of common problems en- 
countered in the systematic review of permanent records 20 years of 
age or older as required by Executive Order 12065. 


In this department the systematic review function is not centralized 
but is accomplished by each of the Defense Components with respect to 
it's own records. Thus it was necessary that each of the Defense Com- 
ponents that might be expected to encounter need to interface with CIA 
in the course of such systematic review have opportunity to consider 
your proposal. 


The Defense Components, without exception, are opposed to participation 
in a joint working group for purposes as outlined in your letter. 
Opposition to the proposal you made seems to reflect a general opinion 
as to the efficiency and effectiveness of working groups as instru- 
mentalities for accomplishing the functions and tasks that are performed 
in satisfying the systematic review requirements of the Executive Order. 

Nevertheless, there is need for the personnel of this department and of 
your agency who are charged with performing systematic review to communi- 
cate frequently and freely with each other when acting upon particular 
documents and records. I understand that at the working level that kind 
of communication has been occurring at the initiative of the Defense 
Components, such as the Joint Chiefs of Staff, that began systematic 
review programs under the requirement of Executive Order 11652. That 
requirement, of course, had little impact upon Defense Components less 
than thirty years old such as the Defense Intelligence Agency. 

I believe it will be mutually useful to facilitate such working-level 
communication and to that end will provide you a listing of the personnel 
responsible for systematic review programs of the Defense Components whose 
functions and activities are generally related to those of the CIA.

1. In order to respond to a request from the United States Air Force

Intelligence Survey (NIS) Section 23, DIA requested a classification 
review of those portions authored by elements of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force. Appropriate agencies of the three services have responded and 
concurred with the declassification of these documents from the stand- 
point of intelligence information contained in them. Copies of these 
responses are enclosed. 

2. In addition, DIA has reviewee the weather and climate descriptive 
text, graphics, and data compiled by DIA for the NIS Section 23 and 
found them to be UNCLASSIFIED. 


3. Therefore, all contributing agencies now concur with the declassi- 
fication action of the NIS Section 23 as currently being undertaken by 
your Agency under the provisions of Executive Order 12065.
